MEETINGS WILL BE HELD DAILY 


No Doubtful Moves to be Tolerated 


in Convention or Else- 


where. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—The leaders of the 


Democratic silver forces in the various 
states are beginning to gather prepara- 
tory to their meeting, which will be 
held in the Sherman House In this city 
tomorrow under the auepicen of the bi- 
metallic Democratic national committee. 
The meeting ia not to be of ae general a 
character as haa been supposed. It will 


resentativea of the bimetallic convention 
which waa organized in Washington 
last August and there will aieo be pres- 
ent other leading Democrats to which - 
invitations have been especially ex- 
tended. 
Commencing tomorrow, meetings will 


orobably be held daily until the begin- 
ning of tbe convention and possibly 
while tbe convention continues if there 
appears to be occasion for them. 
' The general purpose of the meeting is 
to exercise a supervisory care over the 
interests of tbe silver cause in the 
Democratic convention. 
The confer- 


ence was liret decided upon two months 
ago when the silver people were nut BO 
sure of being able to control the conven- 
tion aa thev'now are, and when they 
considered~it possible that it would be 
necessary, in the protection of their in- 
tercets, to keep an eye upon the pro- 
ceedings of the national Democratic 
committee. 
It was considered important at that 


time tbat the silver people should have 
a perfect understanding that there 
would be no doubtful moves in the con- 
vention or elsewhere. Now they pro- 
ess to feel eo sure of their ground that 
ley do not longer feel tbe necessity for 
nch caution. Among the matters to
